Any person not intending to start his horse 
must notify the Secretary iu writing on or be 
fore 8 o'clock in the evening previous to the 
race. 


Horses entered in rncea can only be drawn by 
consent of the Judges. 


For a walk over in any race a horse shall only 
be entitled to his own entrance fee and quartej 
of tlie entrance received from the other entries 
for said purse ; and a horse winning a r«ce en- 
titled to nrst money only, except when dis 
tancing the field, then entitled to first and 
third moneys only. 
A horse wins but on> 
money under any uther circumstances. 
The attention of all parties interested is par« 
tlcularly called to the rules of the National 
Trotting Association, under the provisions oJ 
which, except as otherwise specified, all mat- 
ters appertaining to the trotting races will be 
conducted 


The following resolution, adopted by the Oal- 
ifornls State Board of Agriculture, has been 
endorsed and will bo strictly enforced by this 
Association: 
J 


Resolved. That .where any rider, driver or 
horse rests under a ban imposed by any Dl»- 
torict Blood Association of this State, that the 
game shall be duly recognized by this Board 
and that the person or horse upon which said 
ban regfcs shall nut bo allowed to ride, drive or 
(tart in a race until such ban ia lifted or satis- 
fled.

has held the post of Presideut for th 
last fifty yeara. His kaosvletlge as a 
lawyer was well illustrute.l only the 
other day. 1 was interested iu a com- 
plicated tide-wuter laud question in 
my State. Teller difl'arod with me as 
to the construction of the law. 
I 


went with Teller and made an appeal 
to the President. I begun my argu- 
ment, and I never in my life saw » 
man comprehend and take iu so 
quickly all the bearings of that case 
which had cost me so much troublo. 
He was familiar with every decision 
of tha Supremo Court for the lust 
hnndre I years bearing upon 
the 


question of tide-water lauds. 
He 


very 
promptly 
told Mr. 
Teller 


ho was wrong in his construction ol 
the law, without coaultiug a siu 
authority. The clearness of his views 
when he cnme to indicate them 
vimied even Mr. Teller "

"No; not in tho strict sense of tho 


i word. Conkling has a high regard 


for Arthur. He regards him. as a oiun 
of unusual ability. He saiJ he wus 
n very fine lawyer, and as u hauler of 
dissensions among fictions Arthur 
haa no equal among the politicians of 
the country. But while Conkliug is 
willing and freely pays tribute to the 
ability and honesty of Arthur, yet he 
thinks the President has made sev- 
eral mistakes. He does not go and 
see him any more—not because he is 
angry with Arthur, but because he 
does not oare to give advice when the 
President has in several instances 
gone agaiubt his own judgment. Mr. 
Coukliog does not put this forward 
in any egotistical senso. He wus 
ca'led into consultation, but when 
lie saw a line of policy was bsiog 
pursued foreign to his taste he just 
withdrew from his intimacy with 
Arthur, though if tha latter should 
call npony''bim 
for 
any 
favor 


he would cheerfully respond." 


" With^what,was Mr. Conkling es- 


peoitUly-displeased?" 


""vyith the taking of William E. 


Chandler into the Cabinet. Conkling 
could not poe how Arthur could have 
Chandler about him. Why, when 
Arthur went to Albany to assist in 
the reelection,of Conkling, Chandler 
went to New York as Elaine's agent. 
He was a regular firebrand, and con- 
tributed largely to the,ssirriug up of i 
the feeling against Conkliug. After 1 


liaviug fought him at Albany, Mr. 
Conkling, who is a hard hitter,, and 
not much given to reconciliation, 
oonld not understand tho selection of 
Chandler, who is more of a trickster 
than a man of genuine ability."

THE REVISED KITOAIS. 


In accordance with instructions from tho Supreme Chancellor, I 


foiwartted Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, John J. Word, on 
December 23, 1882, the snrn of $27 50. 
I ordered from him eleven 


sets of the Revised Rituals. 
The Rituals arrived on January 25, 


1883, and were immediately issued to tUe subordinate Lodges at the 
coat price of $2 50 per set. 
It seemed to me hardly fair.to charge 


the Lodgo anything more than first cost, but if my judgment in this 
matter has been incorrect, a requisition can be made by the Grand 
Lodge upon each subordinate Lodge for such additional sum as may 
bo proper, I had, however, overlooked tho matter of express charges, 
which amounted to $9 C5, and which I have advanced oat of Grand 
Lodge funds. 
The old Kituals were returned to me and destroyed. 


BY-LAWS APPROVED. 


I have approved, in company with tho Committee on Laws of 


Subordinates, tho following By-Laws :

A.—No. Tho application must be made either personally or in 


writing in open Lodge, and if the applicant be clear of the books, 
free from charges, and there is no valid objection, tho application 
shall be granted by the C. O. as a nutter of course.

during the coming year.

The report of Brother John J. Ward, Supreme Keeper of Records' 


and Seul, ad interim, presented to the Supreme Lodge now in session 
ut Detroit, Michigan, shows a wonderful increase in the membership 
of our Order dumig the year ending December 31sf, 1881. 
At the 


close of the previous year, the Order consisted of 35 Grand Lodges, 
1,412 Stiboidumte Lodges in Grand Jurisdiction, and 48 Lodges 
under the supervision of the Supreme Lodge, with a total member- 
ship of 89,568. 
The report submitted at this session shows 37 


Grand Lodgi-s, with 1,083 Subordinate Lodges, and 40 Subordinate 
Lodges under the jurisdiction of the Supreme Lodge, constituting a 
total membership of 110,91)3—-an increase of 2 Grand Lodges, 258 
Subordinate Lodges, and a net increase of 21,335 members. 


Financially, the Order has shown a corresponding gain. 
At 


the lust report there remained on hand, in tho Subordinate Lodges 
under the Grand Jurisdictions, the sum of $962,039 06, and in Sub- 


ordinate Lodges under the Supervision of the Supreme Lodge, 
$7,900 45, making a total of $969,939 51; while the present reports 
show a balance on hand iu Grand Jurisdictions of $1,227,167 71, and 
in Subordinata Lodges under thv supervision of the Supreme Lodge, 
$8,423 90, making in all $1,235,591 61, or §265,652 19 net increase 
in finances. 


In the Endowment Rank, the Report of Supreme Master of Ex- 


chequer for year ending July 31st, 1882, shows a net gain of mem- 
bers iu the first class of 1,016, and in the secoud class of 1,210. 


This extraordinary increase is the direct result of the policy of 


our Order. Not content with providing a means of taking care of 
her sick, she has provided a fund for the support of the family of a 
deceased member, upon the payment of a small assessment to that 
fund during his life time. An annual payment of not to excsed $28 
per annum will secure the sum of $3,000 after death. 


The march of Pythiuuisiii should be upward and onward. Last 


year, under the able administration of my predecessor, a net gam of 
194 members was made. There is no reason why that number should 
not be equaled this year. 
For the purpose of creating a friendly 


rivalry among the dodges, and the members, two prizes will be 
awarded, as follows : 


First—A handsome gold-umbodsod silken banner, with appropri- 


ate inscriptions, will bs awarded to the Lodge taking in the most 
membersbetwoendepiembbrlst, 1882, and July 1st, 1883. luthecom- 
petion for this prize, any new Lodge coming into existence between 
those dates, will be allowed to credit her charter members who are 
not already members of the Order in this jurisdiction. 


Second—A solid gold Pythian medal, with enameled lettering, 


will be awarded to the member of the Order »vho takes into his Lodge 
the moat members, between those dates; and this will include mem- 
bers of the Order admitted by card, who have heretofore been at- 
tached to Lodges outside of this jurisdiction. 


The name of the Lodge entitled to the first prize will be ascer- 


tained from the reports of the K. of JR. and S., forwarded to the 
Grand Lodge. 


Each member who desires to compete for the second prize, must 


forward to the Grand Chancellor, before July 15th, 1883, a list of 
members elected upon his recommendation, certified to by the 9. C. 
and the K. of R. and 8. of Jiis Lodge. 


The date of awarding the priaes will be announced hereafter. It 


ia not intended that the Order should be strengthened by taking in 
unworthy persons, but it is believed that a hearty feeling of rivalry 
among the Lodges and their members, will redound to the benefit of 
the Order in this Stiite.

I afterwards, in,defer«noe to the wishes of the majority, con- 


fined the contest to those Lodges which weie in existence on Septem- 
ber 1st, 1882. Beatific, No. 7, of Eureka, has fairly won the banner, 
•having distanced all competitors. The name of the winner of tho 
medal will be announced at the meeting of the Grand Lodge. 


As there haa been some unfavorable comment from certain 


quarters upon my action in offering those prizes, I think it only 
right that I should say a few words in my own behalf. The object 
in offering these prizes was to stimulate the various Lodges through- 
out the State into renewed activity, and, if possible, to present an 
antidote to the period of depression, which threatened tho Order after 
the period of great activity closing tho term of iny predecessor. 
It 


was not intended to have tho Lodges take in the morally and physi- 
cally halt, lamo and blind. I believe the result shows that there has 
not been a single unworthy member admitted during the past year, 
and the result alone must justify or condemn my action. I can as- 
sure you, however, that if a mistake has been made, it was a mis- 
take of the judgment and not of the heart. 


CONCLUSION 


Upon being elected to the office of Grand Chancellor, I realized 


to its fullest extent the honor conferred upon me, and tho grave re- 
sponsibilities attaching to tha office. 
During my term, while I have 


not always succeeded, I have endeavored to act in everything for the 
best interests of the Order. I hand over to the Grand Lodge one let- 
ter press-book, one Grand Chancellor's seal, one book of corres- 
pondence, four books of ceremonies, three books of installation (old 
style), five Grand Lodge Rituals, one set of Grand Lodge jewels and 
one tin box; also the official bonds of thfl Grand Master of Exchequer 
and the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal. I return my thanks to 
all the officers of the Grand Lodge, the District Deputies and the 
members generally for the assistance given and the courtesy shown 
we, and particularly to the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, Nate 
W. Roff, to whom I am under many obligations.
